A nother U nsatisfactory 
Income Tax Proposal 
IT IS IMPOSSIBLE, of course, to pas* 
full Judgment on the compromise federal 
Income tax measure agreed upon by the 
Senate and House conferees until the va­ 
rious provisions of the agreement are fully 
known, but enough has been stated In the 
agreement announcement to indicate that 
the compromise will be highly unsatisfac­ 
tory to the people. 
The 
mongel 
compromise, 
resulting 
from the unreasoning and stubborn atti­ 
tude of the White House and the Treasury 
department, has resulted in a proposal 
whereby the face of the executive and the 
Treasury Is presumably “saved" and the 
bulk of the taxpayers would be saddled 
with a doubling-up tax requirement not 
only discriminatory but excessively bur­ 
densome. 
Under the compromise plan, 
only 2.000 000 of the 44.000.000 federal in­ 
come taxpayers would have full abate­ 
ment of their 1942 liabilities, while all the 
rest would be soaked with an Increase of 
twelve and a half per cent this year 
and nest 
The compromise should be rejected As 
this newspaper has before declared, and it 
believes it represented the sentiment of the 
people generally in this neck of the woods, 
any compromise whereby taxpayers would 
be obliged to double up on any part of a 
retroactive tax with a current tax should 
be defeated. Not only Is the added burden 
a severe blow to the entire civilian economy 
at a time when It needs strengthening in 
order to sustata the war program, but th# 
compromise proposal embodies a principle 
which should have no part In any scheme 
of American taxation, namely, a discrimi­ 
nation in tax abatement, 
It is to be hoped that those members 
af the Senate and the House who have re­ 
main ed steadfast in their opposition to 
any pay-as-you-go tax system which In­ 
volves collection of any part of the 1942 
tax along with current taxes will stick to 
their guns. 
The compromise proposal is 
on the face of it preposterous and fully de­ 
serves 
rejection 
Taxpayers should let 
their senators and representatives know 
at once how they feel about It. 


T he Jackal 
Is Groggy 
A GREAT PLETHORA OF RUMOR is 
circulating about the situation of Italy, 
much of It far from factual but all of K 
grounded In Italy's rapidly deteriorating 
position. It is clear that Italy is going to 
be knocked out of the war, but speculation 
may be making that development more im­ 
minent than the event actually will prove 
to be 
Whether Germany is deserting Italy, as 
some unofficial London observers say, can­ 
not be judged at this distance. But such 
Nasi strategy would be the opposite of that 
applied In North Africa where the Axis 
undertook to play the holding game as long 
as t!t could 
That same game could be 
applied to Italy In some degree lf the Nails 
participated in It. 
Italy alone I* scarcely 
In position to hold very long anywhere, 
lf the Hitler advisers believe that the 
Allies plan to make an Italian campaign 
their main venture in the near future, 
they will probably decide to defend Italy. 
But lf they believe an Italian invasion to 
be Just a feint to draw Nail strength to 
the peninsula while the major blow falls 
elsewhere In Europe, the Nails would Ieee 
by trying to defend Mussolini’s domain. 
Their cue would be to throw a shorter de­ 
fense line along the Alps and to be in posi­ 
tion to rush to the main point of assault. 
Just what particular kind of unhappy 
though thoroughly deserved fate Italy will 
have from here on out is to be seen. But 
unless Italy ie nearing the end as a con­ 
tender, as appears likely, its cities will be 
leveled by Allied bomber*. 


Disturbing Newt 
From Hot Springs 
LACK of definite source information 
as to w h a t is going on at the Hot Springs 
International food conference may In the 
end w o rk out as It has rn many times In 
connection 
with 
secret 
conferences 
in 
Washington by bringing out the facts. But 
there is, of course, the danger that they 
w ill be exaggerated, or minimised or dis­ 
torted for ulterior purposes. 
But the news of th# conference thus 
far gleaned by watchful reporters is 
most disturbing nature. 
Apparently 
plans being considered in secrecy are going 
much further than 
merely 
ascertaining 
how much food can be sent from this coun­ 
try to other lands and how much the Amer­ 
ican people can do without to maintain 


the overseas flow of foodstuffs during the 
war and maybe for several years thereafter. 
The discussion appears, from what in­ 
formation has been gleaned, to be taking 
the direction of a permanent agricultural 
planning on a global scale. Population and 
consumption reeds and nutrition require­ 
ments and all that sort of thing appear to 
be projected on a world basis. 
Controls 
move Into the picture, both of movement, 
production and price, all very tentative, to 
be sure, but on the fire and cooking. 
The impression Is thus given that a

Would they not sit back and enjoy the 
supplies given them on the theory that the 
world owes them a living anyway? 
Of course, judgment cannot be passed 
until the particulars are available, and It 
ia unfortunate for this country that they 
have not been made available, but on the 
face of the overall reports the whole thing 
appears both fantastical and unworkable, 
and the direction apparently being taken 
points to a further regimentation of the 
American people and making world suckers 
out of them. 
And that Is a disturbing 
prospect, Indeed.

The left and right-w ing­

picion by the proponents of the 
free enterprise system. 


Enterprise been to Danger 


At bottom m uch of the feverish 
preparation 
known 
as 
“post-w ar 
planning," even before the war Is 
won, is the result of fears th a t the 
free enterprise system m ay be super­ 
seded by some form of to talitarian ­ 
ism or state socialism. 
W hile the 
New Deal professes to be “liberal," 
its m ethod of operation has been 
a close approxim ation of some of 
the totalitarian tactics th at have 
suppressed freedom of enterprise in 
other countries. 


M uch is being m ade, incidentally, 
of the dissolution of the in te rn a­ 
tional C om m unist m ovem ent by the 
R ussian governm ent. 
This gesture, 
which is widely welcomed, will be 
m eaningless if some m ethod isn't 
found 
to dissolve the collectivist 
m ovem ent here which, in the guise 
of liberalism , would impose a system 
of state control for everything from 
the press to radio and from free 
enterprise and com petition to free 
labor. 


La ber Union* Asleep 


The labor union movement, for 
Instance, has been asleep at the

Moscow Action Is 


Likened to Former 


Step on Religion

T he action by Moscow last wee* 
about Com munism is like its action 
about religion a year an d a half 
ago. As to both, if th e action re­ 
flects genuine 
conversion, a real 
change of h earth -th at 
would b# 
good news for the world. B ut if th- 
actions are m ere 
gestures, inspired 
by expediency and 
designed 
for ef­ 
fect cm the w orld1 
- t h a t would 
be 
som ething differ­ 
ent. 
T he action about 
religion took place 
in Septem ber, 1941. 
I t em erged as an i 
a s n o u n c e m e n t1 
th a t th e R ussian 
governm ent would g ran t “freedom 
of w orship” to Poles under Russian 
rule, would set up a C atholic church 
and a Jew ish synagogue in Moscow 
for them . T he announcem ent wa,- 
sent to Secretary of S tate Hull, with 
request th a t It be laid before Pres! 
d en t Roosevelt. 
Explained by Roosevelt 


M r. Rooarvelt, a t a pre** confer­ 
ence, dw elt upon Moscow's action 
He said th a t th e statu s of religion 
in R ussia is th e sam e as in th - 
U nited States. Illustrating, he sa ic 
th a t here in W ashington anybody 
is free to set up a soap box on 
Pennsylvania avenue and preach re- 
ligion—an d equally free to set up a 
soap box and preach against reb 
gkm. 17118, Mr. Roosevelt said, is 
th e way it is in Russia. For eon 
flrm atkm he asked th e newsmen 
to read A rticle 124 of th e Russian 
constitution. T his the newsm en did 
and the next day printed w hat Mr. 
Roosevelt had said, together with 
th e tex t of Article 124. I t read: 


"Freedom of religious worship, 
and freedom of anti-religious 
propaganda, is recognized for 
all citizens " 


The 
whole 
Incident, 
including 
the 
Am erican 
president’s 
patness 
w ith an article of the Russian con­ 
stitution, had a fain t suggestion of 
planned intention to m ake Americ* 
feel kindly toward Russia. There 
was occasion for it. T here was pend - 
ing before the Am erican Congree 
a Mil to extend lend-lease aid to 
Russia 
the same 
as 
to 
B ritain 
(This was before we were to the 
w ar). T o get th a t aid, S talin would 
no doubt have been willing to join 
every sect in America, from Ad­ 
ventist to Universalist. 


Window Dreeeing Suspected 


If S talin's action was m eant ». 
propaganda, it back-fired, serious \ 
A m ericans fam iliar with Moscow s 
real attitu d e about religion pointed 
out, first, th a t the so-called Com­ 
m unist constitution 
was window- 
dressing—it had been got up to im ­ 
press opinion outside Russia, and 
Com m unist practice had never con­ 
form ed to the pseudo-constitution 
Second, it was pointed out th a t A r­ 
ticle 124 was cunningly worded. Re­ 
ligious "w orship" was permissible 
but not religious teaching. On the 
other hand, anti-religious teaching 
was perm itted—and in fact wa* ac­ 
tively carried on by agencies under 
governm ent dom ination. 
An Am erican Catholic priest, Rev 
Edm und A. W alsh, S. J., stationed 
in Russia In 1922 and ever since 
a student of R ussian affairs, recited 
in detail the harsh persecution of 
all religions by the "frankly atheis­ 
tic governm ent’’ of Russia. M ethod 
1st Bishop Raym ond J. W ade of 
D etroit, in words perhaps too angr\ 
blazed out at Mr. Roosevelt’s asser 
Hon th a t the statu* of religion in 
Russia was the same as in America. 
T h at assertion, Bishop W ade said 
"was utterly m isleading . . . otoev 
ously untrue." 


H arrim an at Work 


Mr. Roosevelt wa* disturbed. Hr 
said he had been m isinterpreted 
and gave out the exact words he 
had used a t his press conference. 
In answ er to new sm en’s question ai 
a subsequent conference, he said hr 
had really been trying to persuade 
S talin to change ids attitu d e oi 
religion. Asked who had been hu 
representative In the evangelizing of 
Stalin, he nam ed Mr. W. Averell 
H arrim an, 
then 
in 
contact 
with 
Moscow on lease-iend m atters. A* a 
religious missionary. Mr. H arrim an 
had a strong worldly equipm ent 
he was In charge of the lease-lend 
m aterial Stalin wanted. Since Octo 
ber, 1941, there has been no pub!) 
report of further progress In th* 
conversion of Stalin. Possibly Mi. 
Joseph E. Davies, now on mission 
to Moscow, may keep up the good 
work—he is a powerful exhorter. 


Step Likely Genuine 


I t is not necessary to to o u o earn- 
pletely skeptic about Molen&fca att) 
tildes, either as to religidbi/ur, a* to 
last week s step backward from In­ 
ternational Communism. " It is p o s­ 
sible the Russian leaders m ay have 
learned two things—the validity of 
religion and the invalidity of Com - 
munlam. They m ay have found thai 
religion conform s to th* nature of 
m an, and th a t Com munion

counter to it. Learning this, th*' 
may really be moving tow ard th*

traced $909,000 donated to war re­ 
lief and recreational 
funds from 
1,296 sources, and there undoubt­ 
edly were thousands of dollars in 
donations which were not reported. 
Dey added that, although most 
of the member clubs are having 
their struggles to exist, with gas 
rationing, the ban on pleasure driv­ 
ing and one thing and another, the 
percentage of clubs which 
have 
folded is surprisingly small, and 
oddly enough the dues collections 
are from ten per cent to twenty 
per cent ahead of last year. 
Dey pointed out that innumer­ 
able clubs are using parts of their 
courses for victory gardens, with 
the members 
actually 
doing the 
work themselves. 
Association Loses Money 
The association itself loses mon­ 
ey in war years, due to the absence 
of tournament profits. He said the 
loss this year 
will 
nm around 
$6,000. 
“We must maintain 
our greens 
section 
at 
Washington" 
he ex­ 
plained. "Now, with shortage of 
labor, course upkeep 
is a major 
problem.” 
As far as the individual clubs are 
concerned, those close to public 
transportation are in the best post 
tion to carry on with a minimum 
of loss, Dey pointed out. The out­ 
lying 
clubs, 
particularly 
in the 
Eastern area where private 
cars 
cannot be used for pleasure, are 
the ones which will suffer most. 
Home victory gardens also 
are 
playing a part in the decrease in 
play, many club members forsak­ 
ing their links pleasure to dig and 
hoe.

Club Quickly Copied 
‘I experimented around and fin­ 
ally came up with this club with 
the flanged sole. I mad* it myself.

“(In about three weeks there were 
40,000 copies of the club being made 
and distributed, and I think that 
the km scoring since that tim* can 
be traced to that club.
